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From 1 to 6 November 1952 > the three barracks buildings for EM of the 
Ludendorff Kaserne, Stahnsdorf, were each occupied by 2CC to 22C troops 
wearing black-bordered black and blue-bordered black epaulets and about 
5C troops wearing red-bordered black epaulets with signal insignia.
